The above charges are founded in the splinters 
of thousands of broken bottles, piles of com¬ 
bustible trash and rotted garbage that sprawl 
on either side gf Sierra Madre Boulevard from 
Michillinda to Sierra Madre Villa Avenue—our 
front door. 

The seriousness of the charges is found, not 
only in the squalor which is produced, but the 
black outlines of small fires along the wayside 
which have flared up but, luckily for us, been 
extinguished. 

In an effort to alter an unhealthy situation, the 
NEWS contacted officials of the Pacific Elec¬ 
tric Company which owns an approximate 50 
foot right of way along the tracks beside the 
Boulevard. 

In the best spirit of co-operation, they agreed 
to clean up the dumped rubbish for which they 
are not responsible. They are doing so. 

The south side of the road is in Pasadena. Qity 
Engineer John H. Allin stated last week that 
he was fully aware that the stretch was both 
an eyesore and a potential powder-keg; that 
he has communicated with the property own¬ 
ers in hopes of working-out a solution; and 
that Pasadena would take steps to enforce no¬ 
dumping ordinances. 

Enforcement is Pasadena's job—clean-up is the 
Pacific Electric's self-appointed task—both ef¬ 
forts only alter the effect—the cause remains. 

It is an even bet that most of the unsightly trash 
is dumped by thoughtless Sierra Madreans. 

It is they who are charged with giiilt. 

May it rest on their consciences—and more 
practically, may they all be arrested and prose¬ 
cuted under the laws of the State of California.
